Edye & Co., 
agents of the wrecked steamer Danmark, re- 
ceived a cable from Lisbon about 4 o'clock to- 
day, saying: 

“Passengers and crew of the steamship Danmark 
landed at Azores; 340 of the passengers on the 
Sstermer Missouri bound for Philadelphia. he 
rest to follow by the next steamer.”’ 

BY WAY OF COPENHAGEN, 

COPENHAGEN, April 21.—A telegram from 
Lisbon to the United Steamship company an- 
nounces thesafety of the crew and passengers 
oithe steamer Danmark. The good tidings 
reached Lisbon from the Azores 

It is stated that every one who was on the 
Danmark is safe, and that only the engineer 
was injured. Some ofthe passengers arrived 
at Lisbon to-day. A number are on their way 
to New York, and the remainder are still at the 
Azores, 

PART OF ~~ CREW IN LISBON, 

Lispon, April ‘ -Forty-two of the crew 
of the Darmark aie arrived here. Mr. 
Baben, the first officer, who is among them, 
reports that on April 4th the Danmark’s shaft 
was broken. The next day the disabled 
stoamer met the steamship Missouri from 
Loudon, March 28th, for Philadelphia and 
Baltimore. The Missouritowed the Danmark 
until the Gth, when the latter seemed to be 
about to sink. At first the Missouri 
was only able to take aboard twenty 
of the Danmark’s passengers, but after having 
jettisoned a portion of her cargo, she tound 
found accommodations for all the crew and 
passengers of the Danmark. The Missouri 
then proceed to the Azores, and left there the 
first and second officers and 320 passengers. 
She then continued her journey to Philadel- 
phia with 340 passengers and the remainder of 
the crew. The captain and three engineers of 
the Danmark left the Azores on the 14th for 
London.

Lhere is another land company here which 
has purchased the land in the northern part of 
the city, ineluding Rose Hill, which vhev have 
laid off into lots and are selling off rapidly. 

Within the past year three or four hundred 
dwelling houses have been consiructed in this 
section and property has increased nearly fifty 
percent in value. It is already the popular 
residence portion of the city, and for beauty it 
is not surpassed. Indeed, Columbus altogether 


is a remarkably pretty city. Its streets 
are broad - and well shaded, having 
rows of oaks on each side and 


a1row inthe center. The city is also remark- 
ably healthy and Columbus prides itself in the 
fact that ithas never had au epidemic, 

THE DUMMY LINE, 

The construction of the duimmy line is per- 
haps the greatest thing the people of Colum- 
bus have done in the last few years. Tts track 
is standard gauge and there is a line running 
toevery mill, factory und warehouse in the 
city. Thus, by this means, coal aud goods of 
every description are carried right to the mill 
doors and censequentiy Columbus is not 
troubled with noisy drays. In fact even the 
goods shipped to merchants here are canied 
right to their doors in the cars where they are 
unloaded carly in the mornings. Thisisa 
great convenience to every one, and at the 
same time, saves the exnvense of dravave and 
prevents the. streets from being cut up by 
heavy wagons. 

During the past six months there has been 
considerable northern capital invested in Ceo. 
luinbus real estate. The city taxes are only 
one per cent,and as property is rapidly in- 
creasing in valuc Columbus real estate is right 
now considered a splendid investmeut. - 

KASY MONEY. 

Columbus is one of the few places in the 
south where money is easy at present, Mr. 
Gunby Jordan, president of the Third National] 
bank, says now is the first time he -has ever 
known of the banks writing to the people and 
offering to lend money. He says there is 
so much in Columbus at presen} 
that the banks refuse to take large deposits at 
two per cent interesi, as they cannot place 
if to advantage. Limes are easier jin Colum- 
bus, he said, than was ever known and evervy- 
one here seems to be making monev. The 
mills all pay handsome dividends and the 
labor is weil paid aud perfectly satisfied. The 
three Savings banks have $1,500,000 on de- 
posit, Which is largely the accumulation of the 
working people of Columbus. 

Columbus is indeed alive and provressive 
city and is rapidly pushing to the front as one 
of the greatest manufacturing points in the 
souta. 

THE GROWTH OF COLUMBEs. 

Right now more new buildings-are going up 
in Columbus than ever before in her history. 
There are at least four hundred dwelling 
houses under construction, and contracts for 
many more have been given out. The new 
dummy line, Which, -in connection with the 
horse car lines, giving Columbus thirteen miles 
of street railway, hashad the effect of build- 
ing ub — pees around within two miles of 
the center of the city.

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Texts, Luke “Bringing the Spices 
Which They Had Prepared.” I Corin- 
thians 15:52: “The Trumpet Will Sound.” 

BROOKLYN, April 21 A vast 
multitude attended the Easter services at the 

Brooklyn tabernacle this morning. The pews, 

the aisles and all the adjoining rooms were 

thronged, and multitudes in the street could 
not gain 4n entrance. Rev. T. De Witt Ta}- 
mage, D. 1)., preached on the subject, ‘Aro- 
matics for Easter.”” The pulpitand galleries 
of the church had elaborate floral decorations. 
The congregation sang the opening hymn:

We praise thee, 0 God, for the Son of thy Love, 
For Jesus wlio died and is now gone above. 


Dr. Talmage took two texts, Luke xxiv, 11: 
‘Bringing the spices which they had pre- 
pared.” I Corinthians xy, 52: “The trumpet 
shall sound.”’ He said: | 

Enchanting work have I before me this 

Easter morning, for, imitating these women of 
the text, who brought aromatics to the man- 
soleum of Christ, lam going to unro!l frank- 
incense and balm and ottar of roses and carda- 
mon fromthe East Indies and odors from 
Arabia, and, when we can inhale no«more of 
the perfume, then we will talk of sweet sounds 
and hear from the music that shall wake the 
dead. Having on other [asters described the 
whole scene, I need only in four or five sen- 
tences say: Clirist was lying flat on bis back, 
lifeless, amidst sculptured rocks, rocks ever 
him, rocks under him, and a door of rocks al! 
bounded by the tlowers and fountains of 
Joseph's country seat. Then a bright immar- 
tal, having descended from heaven, quick and 
flashing as a falling meteor, picks up the door 
of rock and ‘puts it aside as thoneh it were a 
chair and sits on it. Then Christ unwraps. 
himself of his mortuary apparel and takes the 
turban from his head and folds it up deliber- 
ately and lays it down in one place and then 
puts the shroud in another place and comes 
out and finds that the soldiers who had been 
on guarg are lying around, pallid and in a 
dead swoon, their swords bent and useless. 
The illustrious prisoner of the tomb is dis- 
charged and 500 people see him at once. <An 
especial congress of ecclesiastics called pay a 
bribe to resuscitated soldiers to say that thero 
vas no resurrrection and that while they 
were overcome of slumber the Christians had 
played resurrectionists and stolen the corpse. 
Lhe Marys are at the tomb with aromatics. 

Why did these women of the text bring 
thorns and nettles for these would more thor- 
oughly have expressed the piercing sorrows of 
themselves and their Lord? Why did they 
not bring some national ensign, such as that 
of the Roman eagle, typical of conquest? No, 
they bring aromatics suggestive to me of the 

fact that the gospelis to sweeten and deodo- 
rize the world. The world has so much of 
putrefaction and malodor that Christ is going 
to ll over it waves of frankincense and 
sprinkle it over with sweet smelling myrrh, 
Thousands of years before this Solomon had 
said that Christ was a lily and Isaiah had de- 
clared that under the Gospel the desert would 
bloom like the rose, but the world was slow to 
take the floral hint. And sonow the women 
of the text bring hands fulland arms full of 
redolence and perhaps unwitingly 
aud emphasize lesson of 
deodovrization. When hris gospel 
has conquered the earth the last offense to the 
olfactories will have ieft the world: sweet, 
pure air will have blown through every home, 
and churehes will be freed from the curse of ill 
ventilation and the world will become two 
great gardens, the empurpled and emblazoned 
and emparadised heimisheres. Sin is a buz- 
zvard, holiness isa dove, Sin isa nightshade, 
holiness is a flower. If you are trying to re- 
form the world open the windows of that tene- 
ment house and pour throuch ita draught of 
God’s pure atmosphere and set a geranium or 
a heliotrope on thefwindow sill; cleanse the air 
and you will help cleanse the soul. How dare 
this world so often insult that feature of the 
human face which God has made the most 
prominent feature in human pbysiognomy ? 
To prove how he himself loves aromatics I 
bring tho iact that there are millions of flowers 
on prairies and in mountain fastnesses the 
fragrance of which no human being 
over breathes, and he must have 
grown them there for his own regalement. 
And for the compliment the world paid Christ 
by giving him asepulcherin Joseph’s garden 
he will yet make the whole earth a garden. 
Yet he expressed his delight with fragrance 
in the first book of the Bible when he said: 
“The Lord smelled asweet savor,’’ and he 
filled the air of the ancient tabernacle and 
temple with sweet incense, and there are 
small bottles of perfume in heaven described 
in Revelations as golden vials full of odors. JI 
preach an ambrosial gospel which will yet ex- 
tirpate from the world all foulness and 
rancidity and the last noisomeness and the 
last mephitic gas. Glad am i that thouch the 
ywoyld had chiefly spikes for the Saviour’s fee 
ia thofns for the Sayvior’s brow, the magi 
put frankingense upon his cradle gnd the 
Mar«s brougiit frankincense for his grave. 

Notice also that Christ’s mausolenm was 
opened by concussion. It was a great earth- 
quake that put its twisted key into the in- 
volved and labyrinthine lock of that tomb. 
Concussion! That is the power that opens all 
the tombs that are opened at all, Tomb of 
soul and tomb of nations. Concussion betweéh 
England and the thirteen colonies, and forth 
coimes free government in America, Con- 
enssion between France and Germany, and 
forth comes republicanism for I’'rance., Con- 
cussion among the rocks on Mount Sinai, and 
on two of them was left a perfect law for all 
ages. Concussion among tho rocks around 
Calvary-and the crucifixion was made the 
more overwhelming. Concussion between the 
l’nited States and Mexico, and a vast area of 
country became ours. Concussion between 
England and France, and most of the conti- 
nent west of the Missiasippi becomes tlie prop- 
erty of the American union. Conenssion be- 
tween iceberg and iceberg, between bowlder 
and buwlder, and a thousand concussions put 
this world into shape for man’s residence. Con- 
cussion between David and his enemies, and 
out came the Psalms which otherwise would 
never have been written.

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| God help me, for no one else will:’’ they went 
on and up until the world was compelled to 
acknowledge and admire them. 
The fact was that the obstacle between 
their discouraging start and their complete 
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success was a rock of fifty tons, but by reso- 
lution, nerved ‘and mmuscularized and re-en- 
forced by Almighty God, they threw their 
arms around the obstacle and with the strength 
of a supernatural wrestler rolled back the 
stone, and; having become more than con. 
querors, they sat upon it. Men and women 
are good and grec and useful! just in proportion 
as they had to overcome obstacles. Yon can 
count upon the fingers of your one hand all the 
great singers, great orators, great poets, great 
patriots and great Christians who never had a 
struggle. That angel that made a throne of 
the bowlder at Christ’s tomb went back to 
heaven, and I warrant that, having 
been born in heaven aud _ always 
had an easy time, he now speaks 
of that wrestle with the rock as the most in- 
teresting chapter in all his angelic lifetime. O 
men and women with obstacles in the way, I 
teil you that those obstacles are only thrones 
that you may aftera while sit on. Isthe ob- 
Stacie in your way sickness? Conquer it by 
accomplishing more for God during your in- 
validism than many accomplish who have 
never known an ailment. Are you perse- 
cuted? By your uprightness and | courage 
compel the world toacknowledge your moral 
heroism. Is it poverty? Conquer it by being 
happy in the companionship of your Lord and 
Master, who in all his life owned but sixty- 
two cents and that he got from a fish’s mouth 
and immediately paid it all out in taxes to the 
Roman assessor, and who would have been 
buried ina potter's field had not Joseph of 
Arimathea contributed a place, for he who 
had no where io lay his head during his life 
had aborrowed pillow for the last slum- 
ber. There is no throne that 
you are sure to keep except that 
which you make out of vanquished obstacles. 
An ungrateful republic at the ballot box de- 
nied Horace Greeley the highest place at. the 
national capital, but could not keep him from 
rising from the steps df a New York printing 
office on which he sat one chilly morning 
waiting for the boss printer to come that he 
might get a job, until he mounted the highost 
throne of American journalism. He rolled back 
the stone and sat upon it. A poor orphan boy, 
picking up chips at Richmond, Va., accosted 
by a passing sea captain and invited to come 
on board his vessel, roo 96 the chips and starts 
right away and is toased from port to port, 
and, homeless and friendless, wanders one day 
along Tremont street, Boston, and sees Park 
Street church open, and, speaking of it after- 
ward on a great occasion and usiug sailors’ 
vernacular, as was usual with him, he says: 
“IT put in, I up helm, unfurled sail and 
made for the gallery, and scud under 
bare poles to the corner pew. Then I hove to 
and came to anchor. 

“The old man, Dr. Griffin, was just naming 
his text. Prettysoon he unfurled the main- 
sail, raised the topsail, ran up the pennants to 
free breeze, and I tell you the old gospel ship 
neyer sailed more prosperously. The salt 
spray flew in every direction, but more espe- 
ciaily did it run dowu my cheeks. Satan had 
to strike sail, his guns were dismounted or 
spiked, his various crafts by which he led 
sinners captive were all beached and the cap- 
tain of the Lord’s hosts rude forth, conquering 
and to conquer.’’ Before that sailor boy was 
poverty, but he conquered it; and orphanage, 
but he conquered it; and ignorance, but he 
eonquered it; and the scoff of the world, 
but he conquered it; and he rose till every 
sailors’ bethel inthe world blessed him and 
great anniversary platforms invited him, and 
Daniel Webster and Charies Dickens and 
Frederika Bremer and poets and orators and 
senators sat electrified at his feet, and his gos 
pelizing influence will go on until the last jack 
tar is converted and the seashal!l give up its 
dead. All the obstacles of his life seemed 
gathered into one great bowider. but Edward 
T. Taylor, the world renowned sailors’ 
preacher, rolled back the stone and sat upon it. 

Yet do not make the mistake that many do 
of sitting on it before itis rolled away. It is 
bound to go if you only tug away atit. If not 
before, then I think about 12 o’clock noon of 
resurrection day you will see something 
worth seeing. The general impression is 
that the resurrection will take place in the 
morning. The ascent to the skies will hardly 
occur immediately, It will take some hours 
to form the procession skyward and we will all 
wanttatakea look at this world before we 
leave it forever. and see the surroundings of 
the couch where our bodies have long been 
sleeping. Onthat Easter morning the mar- 
ble, whether it lay flat upon your grave or 
stood up in monument, will have to be jostled 
and shaken and rolled aside by the angel of 
Resurrection, and while waiting for your kin- 
dred to gather: and the procession to form 
your resurrected body may sit in hoiy triumph 
upon that chiseled stone which marked the 
place of your protracted slumber. On that 
day what a fragile thing will be Aberdeen 
granite and column of basalt and the mortar 
which will rattle out of the wal! of yaults that 
have been sealed a thousand years, and the 
Taj, built fora queen in India, a sepulcher 
two hundred and seventy-five feet high, ang 
made of jasper and cornelian Sal turquois anc 
lapis-lezuliand amethyst and onyx and sap- 
phire and diamond, and which _ shall 
that day rain into glittering dust on 
groves of banyan and bamboo and palm. And 
all under what power? Ponderous crowbars 
wielded by giants? No. Thunderbolt cleay- 
ing asunder the granite? No. Battering ram 
swung against the Walls of cemeteries? No. 
Dynamite driiled under the foundations of 
cenotaph and abbey? No. It will be done 
by music, Nothing but music, sweet but all 
penetrating music. The trumpet shall sound! 
You say that is figurative; how do you know? 
But, whether literal or figurative, it means 
music anyhow. ‘The trumpet, that stirring, 
incisive, mighty instrument, with a natural 
compass from G below the staff to E above, 
blown above Sinai when tie law was given, 
blown around Jericho when the walls tum- 
bled, blown when Gideon discomfited the Mid- 
ianites, blown when the ancient Israelites 
were gathered for worship, to be blown for the 
raising of the dead in the last great Easter. 
The mother, who, when the. child must be 
awakened, kisses its eyes awake, does well. 

But the trumpet, which when the dead are 
to be aroused kisses the ear awake, does better, 
Be not surprised ifthe dead are to be awak- 
ened by music. Why, that is the way now we 
raise the dead. Take the statistics, if you Can, 
of the million of souls that have been raised 
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from the death of sin by hymns, by psalms, 
by solos, by anthems, by flutes, by violins, by 
organs, by trumpets. Under God what hosts 
have been resurrected by Ira D. Sankey, by 
Thomas Hastings, by William D. Bradbury, 
by Lowell Mason, by motherly lullabies, by 
church doxologies, by oratorios. If we raise 
the dead now by music, be not surprised that 
om the last day the dead are to be raised by 
music. 

The trumpet shall sound! And that instru- 
ment shall have plenty of work to do on the 
day mentioned. it will have to sound through 
all the pyramids, which are only names for 
sepulchers, and liberate the buried kings. 
And through hypogean graves which were 
built in moundsand the hypogean graves 
which were dug in rocks and through the {00 
winding miles of catacombs under and around 
the Roman Campagna, where over seven 
million human beings sleep. And through all 
the crystal sarcophagi of Atlantic and Pacific 
and Mediterranean and Caspian and Black 
sea deeps. Andover all the battle fields of 
continents, until all the fallen troops of Eng- 
lish and French and Ltalian and German and 
Russian an¢ Persian and American 
and the world’s battle  fielc answer 
the call.

Sedan, come up! Geitysburg, come up!

Where are those 
who saw the pilgrim farthers embark, or the 
declaration of independence signed, or Frank- 
lin lasso the lightning, or Warren Hastings 
tried, or Queen Elizabeth in her triumphal 
march to Kenilworth, or William, prince of 
Orange, land; or Gustavus Adolphus crowned, 
or Jerome of Prague burned at the stake, or 
Taimerland found his empire? Gone! Gone!

Oh, how much the world 
needs it, You take atorch and I will take a 
torch and we will go through some of the 
aisles of the Roman catacombs and see the ex- 
pectant epitaphs on the walls and right over 
where the departed sleep. You know that 
these catacombs are fifty or sixty feet under- 
ground, and if one loses the guide or his torch 
is extinguished, he never finds the way out. 
So let us stay close together and with our 
torches as we Wander along a small part of 
these nine hundred miles of underground pas- 
sages, see the inscriptions as they wore really 
chiseled there on both sides the way.

‘*‘Arethusa sleeps in God.” ‘‘Navira in peace, 
a sweet soul who lived sixteen years, a soul 
sweet as honey; this epitaph was madeby her 
parents.” 

But let us come out from these catacombs 
and extinguish our torches, for upon all these 
longings and expectations of all nations the 
morning of resurrection dawns. The trumpet 
shall sound!. And thé sooner it sounds the 
better. Oh, how we would like to get our 
loved ones back again! If weare ready to 
meet our Lord, our sins all pardoned, what 
a good thing if this moment we could hear the 
resounding and reverberating blasting, Would 
you not like to see your father again, your 
mother again, your daughter again, your boy 
again and all your departed kindred again? 
Roll on sweet day of resurrection and reunion! 
Under the hoofs of the white steeds that draw 
thy chariot we strew Easter flowers. Would 
it not be grandif we could al! rise together? 
You know that the Bible says we 
shall not all sleep, bnt we shall _ all 
be changed. What if we should be 
among the favored ones who never have to see 
death, and that whileinthe full life of our 
body we should hear that trumpet sound and 
these mortal bodies take on immortality. Oh, 
how I would hasten totwo places before the 
close of sucha day—peaceful Greenwocd and 
the village cemetery back of Somerville. And 
I would cry aloud: ‘‘The hour has come, the 
trumpet has sounded, tho resurrection is here.

Mr. George Parsons Lathrop, 
well known literary man, but not so well 
known as he ought to be, has been talking 
to a New York reporter about copyrights. 
Mr. Lathrop is about to sail for Europe, 
and he gave the reporter some very interest- 

ng suggestions 

He says that he has just finished a novel, 
and that he has copyrighted the title for it, 
‘‘which will be announced in good time.” 
To this he added these remarks: 

Speaking of protecting books by copyright re- 
minds me of many interesting curiosities of the law. 
Yor instance, a roan night make some money by 
copyrighting the titles of books he had no intention 
of writing... Thee is no limit to the numbero 
copyrights to be. granted. to any one person. All 
that is necessary is to send down to the librarian o! 
congress a title with aone-dollar fee, and that gives 
the person so sending the right to that title for all 
time. I recently had an experience in that con- 
nection, Several years ago I thought about a title 
for a book 1] bad stored away in _ fancy, but I did 
not think of copyrighting it because I was not yet 
ready to write the book. Only a weck ago I found 
to my sufprise that a friend of mine had copyrighted 

my title so nearly that mine would bean infringe.« 
menton hisif ] eent it down. Ile will, therefore, 
go on writing his book and get the benetit of my 
title, which, by the way, isa very important thing 
in the production of anovel. I think that the law 
ought to be changed so that a person would be 
obliged to finish the book within a certain specified 
time or lose the Soph pet to his title. A man might 
make money tof copyrighting titles and selling 
them to authors, Think of an exchange advertising 
‘Copyrighted titles bought aud sold,” 

Coming from a literary man this is very 
queer talk indeed. If copyright applied to 
titles, we should have only one ‘‘History of 
the United States,’’ and in this country 
oa one *‘Grammar of the English Lan- 
guag gut Mr. Lathrop ought to know 
that a mere title cannot be copyrighted. It 
may be patented as a trademark, or it may 
be defended at common law, but the copy- 
right vests in the contents of the book, 
magazine or pamphlet which it covers. A 
number of different books in this country 
have been copyrighted under the same title, 
and the copyright of each is valid.

A HISTORY OF ATLANTA. 


A New Book by Ww allace Putnam Keed. 

We are indebted to the well known publish- 
ers, Messrs D. Mason & Co., of Syracuse, New 
York, for a copy of ‘The History of Atianta,” 
written by Mr. Wallace Putnam Reed, of Tur 
Constitution. The volume is a sumptuous 
one, beautifully printed and elegantly and 
substantially bound. It is not often indeed 
that one sees a finer specimen of book-making. 
The letter-press is a delight to the aa and it 
is accompanied by all the accessories of the 
typographic art. In brief, the mechanical 
execution of the volume is all that could be 
desired by those who appreciat? books that are 
at once elegantly and substantially made. 

In writing this book Mr. Reed has done At- 
lanta an inestimable service. He has brought 
to his task not only the ripe experience of 4 
journalist and literary man—-not only the at- 
tainments of a scholar and a student and the 
gifts of a most accomplished writer—but the 
enthusiasm of a lover of Atlanta He has 
taken infinite pains with his work, and At- 
lanta is pow on a level with those New Eng- 
land cities and towns that take stich commend- 
able pride in their local histories. 

Atlanta has no hoary past and no relics of 
antiquity to write about. Whatever is poetic, 
romantic, or picturesque in the city’s career 
belongs to achievement alone. From the days 
of the old Whitehall tavern down to the 
present Atlanta has been a city of workers. 
The same might be said of other cities, but it 
is true of Atlanta in a peculiar sense and toan 
extraordinary degree. There is something in 
the air, something in the situation, that seems 
to demand movement, push and vigor; there 
issomething that gives riseto a restlessness 
that finds its antidote in* business and in- 
dustry. These things give zest and piquancy 
to the history of the city, and Mr. Reed has 
treated them in a style and manner singularly 
felicitous. 


This book is a model of what 
should be. The busy, stirring. 
reer of Atlanta is told with 
There is nothing perfunctory, nothing slurred 
over, nothing forgotten. The period embrac- 
ing the siege of Atlanta was a momentous 
one, and Mr. Reed has fully covered it. The 
inside story of the siege has never been told 
befor The author was a spectator as well as 
a participant, and he has embodied his own ob- 
servations and experiences along with the ma- 
terial furnished by eye-witnesses. Thus, what 
would otherwise be a duil and dry record, re- 
ceives a personal touch that is very effective 

It was a picturesque and dramatic period in- 
deed, and Mr. Reed was jast old enoug!: to un- 
derstand and appreciate the situation and take 
an interestin the remarkable scenes and events 
through which he was passing. They were 
among the most dramatic events that occurred 
during the war, and in his graphic narrative 
he recognizes this fact and makes it promi- 
nent, but his recognition is less the result of 
downright insistence than it is-of the ardor and 
facility with which he tells the story of those 
dreadful days. There are few towns and 
fewer events in this country that are fortunate 
enough to claim astheir own so delightful a 
chronicler.

In addition to the general history of Atlanta, 
Mr. Reed's volume contains the municipal 
history of the city, and a chapter on the bench 
and bar of Atlanta. Other chapters are de- 
voted to education, the churches, the press and 
literature, banks and bankers, railroad trans- 
portation, trade and coinmerce, an the man- 
ufacturing interest. 

In addition to this the book is 
with the portraits of a number of our 
nent citizens beautifully engrave ed on 
together with biographical sketches. It might 
be suspected that these sket« we Ss are mercly 
personal and perfunctory, but the truth is that 
they throw a great m any sidelights on the 
brave story that Mr. Reed tells, for the lives 
of the gentle men Whose portiaits appear and 
of others who are mentioned, are a part of the 
history of Atlanta.
